Governors to Condemn Treaty 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Southern 
governors will be asked next week to 
oppose any treaty which would reduce 
U.S. control of the Panama Canal. 
Governors from 19 states are in­ 
vited to attend the annual Southern 
Governors Conference convening 
Sunday in San Antonio, Tex., and will 
be asked to consider a series of 
resolutions during the conference. 
“I will seek a resolution opposing 
any change in our treaty status that 
takes away our rights in the Panama 
Canal,” said Louisiana Gov. Edwin 
Edwards. 
Edwards earlier won approval by 
the Louisiana L egislature of a 
resolution urging the state’s U.S. 
senators to oppose any treaty which

would reduce the United States’ 
control over the canal, and called on 
all state legislatures to adopt similar 
resolutions. 
‘‘Not only do our commerce and 
security lie in the balance, but the 
security of other nations depends on 
our use of the canal,” Edwards said. 
If Edw ards can win m ajority 
support for the resolution, it could be 
the second measure on which the 
Southern governors would be in 
conflict with the position of President 
Carter — a former member of the 


Southern Governors Conference. 
The conference is expected to ap­ 
prove 
a 
resolution 
urging 
deregulation of natural gas prices, 
and asking Carter to change his 
position on that issue. 
Gov. Jam es B. Hunt Jr. of North 
Carolina said he p.^uis to sponsor a 
resolution at the conference asking 
the federal government to recognize 
the importance of small cities in 
national growth planning. 
‘‘The point is that the federal 
government has a lot of programs for 


large cities and rural areas, but what 
falls through are cities under 100,000. 
That is important to North Carolina, 
because that’s the pattern here, Hunt 
said 
“Other states may have two large 
cities and lots of rural areas. We have 
a lot of little cities and that hasn’t 
been taken into account by the 
government in the past.” 
Governors will begin arriving for 
the conference Saturday and Sunday, 
and the opening business session is 
scheduled for Monday. The program 
for the session will focus on energy 
and the U.S. economy. Speakers in­ 
clude the presidents of several major 
corporations and Bert Lance, director 
of the Office of Management and 
Budget.

He also was 
credited with helping elect President Harry Truman.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Today is Women’s Equality Day, proclaimed as such 
by President Carter, who invited feminist groups to visit him in the White House 
Rose Garden for a signing to promote the Equal Rights Amendment. 
There will be a parade by a few elderly suffragettes and hundreds of modern 
feminists, with a white horse to lead them, in marking the 57th anniversary of the 
constitutional amendment giving women the right to vote. 
Decision Reversed 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 2nd Circuit U.S. Court of Appeals Thursday 
unanimously reversed a lower court ruling that voided the sale of $1.13 billion in 
oil leases for 93 undersea tracts. The panel said any environmental problems, 
which had caused the lower court to hold up the sale of leases, could be handled 
by the government as the project progresses.

Fears of Disease, Illness 
Have No Impact on Smoking 


Public Hearing 
On Gas Slated

HOUSTON (UPI) - Fear 
of disease alone seems to 
have 
little 
impact 
on 
smoking, so University of 
Houston psychologists also 
are teaching children how to 
say “no” to cigarettes. It 
seems to be working. 
“ If we can nurse them 
through the 9th grade, the 
probability they’ll ever start 
is very low,” said Dr. 
Richard Evans. 
Evans, chief of a three- 
year federally funded study 
of 7th, 8th and 9th graders in 
Houston, cautions that first- 
year results tabulated this 
month are “tentative.” 
He is encouraed by an 
apparent 
IO 
per 
cent 
reduction in smoking among 
an experimental group who 
received 
training 
in 
“ coping” with pressures 
that might lead them to 
smoke despite recognized 
dangers. 
“ In the control group, 
something like 98 to IOO per 
cent 
were 
still 
trying 
smoking (at the end of the 
year),” he said. “But in the 
experim ental group, we 
found that only 90 per cent 
were. That IO per cent is 
significant.” 
Evans and his team used 
saliva tests for nicotine to 
avoid untruthful answers. 
Tentative 1976-77 findings 
support results of a 1976 pilot 
study of 7th graders through 
their first IO weeks of school. 


In the pilot program, 20 
per cent of the untrained 
group tried smoking within 
the first IO weeks while only 
IO per cent of the ex­ 
perimental group did so — a 
reduction of 50 per cent. 
Evans said the majority of 
Americans (more than 60 
per cent) have resisted a 
lifetime of pressures and do 
not smoke. 
“We found they use alibis 
to deal with peer pressure,” 
he said, “TTiey figure out 
(psychological) 
strategies 
for saying ‘no’ to media 
pressure, even to parent role 
modeling.” 
Evans and his colleagues 
then put that knowledge to 
work in films that shun the 
authority figure approach of 
typical health and hygiene 
class films. 
“A lot of children already 
know how to say ‘no’ so we 
learned from them,” he said. 
“ These 
films 
have 
no 
authority 
figure. 
The 
children themselves appear 
in the film and act out, 
p resen t 
a u th e n tic a lly , 
exactly how they say ‘no.’” 
In 
one 
film 
entitled 
“ Coping 
with 
Peer 
P ressu re,” a 12-yearold 
narrator explains the pur­ 
pose of the film and then 
proceeds in vivid color and 
with a rock music sound­ 
track to show how he says 
“no.” 
In a scene entitled “mild 
pressure,” a friend simply 


offers him a cigarette, an 
easy “ no.” Then comes 
“medium pressure,” with 
brief comments like “Aw, 
c’mon, don’t be chicken,” 
and the response is still 
“no.” 
Finally, there is “high 
pressure” in which all 
manner of insults are heaped 
on the youngster who says 
“no.” But he resists and 
even 
offers 
coun­ 
terpressure: “What kind of 
friend would offer me a 
cigarette?” 
The program includes 
other instruction on how to 
recognize and resist what 
Evans calls the subtle 
pressures 
of 
adult 
or 
parental role modeling or 
“the media ripoff” , using 
lessons learned from media 
analyst Marshall McLuhan. 
“We showed them, for 
example, on the cigarette 
pack how the warning sign 
can be cleverly hidden,” he 
said. 
“ We 
found 
that 
children very quickly could 
learn things like this.” 
“If they recognize that 
they are being manipulated, 
they will in 
fact assert 
themselves.” 
Citing studies showing that 
people who don’t start 
smoking regularly by the 
10th grade won’t become 
smokers at all, Evans said 
his $500,000 program and 
others like it could have a 
major impact on the nation’s 
health. 


“ Smoking is the best 
established risk factor in 
smoking and heart disease. 
It would be a tremendous 
economic gain (in health 
care costs) if we could stop it 
early,” he said. 
“ If you’re going to engage 
in primary prevention of a 
disease, it makes a lot of 
sense not to wait.”

In recent years, 'I A E S 
scientists have greatly im ­ 
proved sweet sorghum va­ 
rieties to extend both the 
m illing season of Texas sugar 
mills and the* area of produc­ 


tion. Sorghum can be pro­ 
duced in areas not suited to 
sugar cane. 


According to M iller and 
Beeves 
the* improved Bio 
variety can be grown to har­ 
vest i i i 135 day sand in South 
Texas this permits two crops 
per year. This gives yields 
per acre of about 3M> toils of 
sugar pe r year. Another va­ 
riety, Homa, is expected to 
give even higher yields. 


Alcohol production from 
this sugar is about 250 gal­ 
lons per ac re per year. Even 
the leaves and stalks can be 
converted to another fuel, 
methanol, or can be* used to 
fuel the sugar mills.

Dear Doc: Enclosed is 
part of the label from a 
“weed and feed” fertilizer 
we put on our yard last year. 
Could it be the reason for the 
leaf problems our magnolia 
is having? 
They’re 
all 
cupped and twisted. 
^es, indeed. The weed 
killer in that product is 
atrazine. 
It’s 
a 
fairly 
dependable 
pre-emergent 
weed killer but it can really 
cause problem s, to 
our 
landscape plants. W ater 
liberally for best recovery. 
Dear Doc: I planted some 
Jerusalem artichokes which 
are 
now 
headhigh 
and 
blooming. How and when do 
I harvest them? 
In case you didn’t already 
know, the Jerusalem ar­ 
tichoke is 
a very close 
relative of our common 
sunflower. But the part 
you’ll be wanting to eat will 
be below ground. Dig the 
fleshy roots toward the end 
of the growing season, 
probably in November and 
use them at your con­ 
venience. 


Dear Doc: Our house 
plants have lost most of their 
lower leaves and are looking 
pretty 
tacky. 
Is 
there 
anything we can do to im­ 
prove their looks and keep 
this from happening again? 
“Leggy” plants point to 
several potential problems: 
low light, too much fertilizer, 
wet soil, poor choice of 
varieties. You can prune 
most house plants back 
pretty severely and they will 
grow out again. Set them 
outside in shade until falls 
cooler weather. If you don’t 
correct the original problem, 
though, you’ll be right back 
where you were. 
Dear Doc: What are a 
couple of good general 
purpose insecticides and 
fungicides 
for 
a 
home 
greenhouse? 
Insecticides you would 
want on hand would be 
m alathion, 
sevin, 
and 
diazinon (also kelthane for 
spider mites). Fungicides 
would include captan and 
maneb. 
Actually, 
these 
suggestions aren’t too out of 
line for outdoor gardening. 


Dear Doc: I know dead 
thatch is a problem on lawns 
where 
clippings 
aren’t 
caught, but could it be the 
reason my dwarf Tif isn’t 
growing right? W'e catch all 
our clippings. 
Yes, sir. I believe the 
single worst case of thatch 
I’ve ever seen was on a Tif 
lawn given excellent care. 
The fellow caught all his 
clippings, 
watered 
and 
fertilized carefully, and still 
ran into problems. The tiny 
slivers of clippings joined 
w'ith the hugging growth 
habit to produce quite a 
layer. If that sounds like 
your problem, better rent a 
dethatching machine come 
early spring. 


Dear Doc: Is it customary 
for tomato transplants to 
burn up in the hot summer 
sun? We wanted to try some 
this fall, but to no avail. They 
scorched the first afternoon. 
I thought tomatoes liked 
sunshine. 
They do, but only in 
m oderation until they’re 
acclimatized. They probably 
were grown in a shaded, 


cooled location until you 
planted them out. All of a 
sudden they were out on 
their own. Next time, try the 
A-frame shelter technique. 
Make an A-frame shade over 
each plant with old wooden 
shingles. Gradually increase 
exposure to sun for a week, 
then remove the shingles 
entirely. 
Dear 
Doc: 
Will 
our 
sycamores ever recover 
from the disease they have 
now? Entire limbs are dead, 
and we wondered if we 
should just replace the 
trees? 
Can’t tell without seeing 
the trees. However, I can say 
that anthracnose is here to 
stay. Probably half or more 
of North Texas’ sycamores 
are 
badly 
affected. 
In 
moderate cases dead limbs 
should be pruned out. If the 
resultant tree is badly 
mutilated, it should probably 
be replaced with some other 
species. Spray to prevent 
this anthracnose, as buds 
break in the spring, using 
any of the fixed-copper 
fungicides.

Since most vegetables are 
of a subtropical origin, the 
warm summer months give 
seedlings a better beginning. 
A fall garden also allows 
your mature plants to thrive 
in the cooler fall months 
instead of suffering from hot 
w eather 
as 
spring 
vegetables do. 
Many vegetables do ex­ 
ceptionally well in a fall 
garden, including lettuce, 
broccoli, cabbage, brussels 
sprouts, greens, cauliflower 
and carrots. 
To achieve the best in 
quality and quantity from 
your fall garden, plant early 
enough to allow the crop to 
reach its full potential by the 
first frost, adds Risinger.
